M A T T. xXxif. 21. 


| Render therefore unto Ceſar the things which 
are Caſar s; and unto Gov, the things that 
are God's, 


I. was foretold by Iſaial, ſeveral hun- 
1 dred years before our Lord appeared 
in the fleſh, that he ſhould be deſpiſed 
and rejected of men. There were ſeveral 
reaſons for this. 1. He was a poor man. 
Though he was rich, yet for our fakes he 
became poor, that we through his poverty 
might be rich. This was contrary to the 
expectation of the Jews. They looked 
for their Meſſiah to appear with external 
pomp and power. But when they ſaw 
him, they hid as it were their faces from 
him, and cried, Is not this the Carpenter's 
Son ? He who had not where to lay his 
head was of ſmall account with thoſe wha 
were covetous, and proud of * dil. 
tinctions. 


. This contempt was greatly heightened 
when this poor man aſſerted his proper 
. A 2 character. 


— . 
character. When they honed him ſay, * 
am the Reſurrection and the Life: If ye 
believe not that I am he, ye ſhall die in 
your ſins; they were filled with indigna- 
tion, and cried out, he hath a Devil and 
is mad, Why hear ye him? | 


3. The authority alſo with which he 
taught, and the ſeverity with which he 
expoſed the Hypocriſy of their moſt ad- 


mired characters, ſtrengthened the Enmity 


againſt him, Hence it was determined, 
in their council, that whoſoever acknow- 
Jedged him, ſhould be 1 out of the 
| Synagogue 
It could not be, but that 15 who was 
thus hated of the world, becaule he teſti- 
fied of it that its deeds were evil, ſhould 
Have all manner of evil ſpoken of him, 
and be numbered with the tranſgreſſors 
both in life and death. 
But his enemies were not ſatisſied with 
ſtriving to make void his teaching by 
wreſting his words, and charging his moſt 
divine actions with fin, they took counſel, 
we are told in this paſſage, how they might 
entangle him in his talk. In order to this, 
25 St. Luke informs us, ch. xx. 20, they 
* ſent 


wo 


ſent forth ſpies, feigning themſelves to be 
Juſt men, (men of a tender ſcrupulous 
conſcience,) to queſtion him concerning 
ſubmiſſion to the Civil Power, that, as 
the ſame Evangeliſt obſerves, they might 
deliver him to the Power and authority 
of the Governor. 

It was no doubt matter of ſurpriſe to 
all the people, that our Lord had been 
ſilent upon every queſtion of this kind. 
The nation at large looked out for a Deli- 


verer from the Roman yoke. Even his 


own Diſciples expected a temporal king- 
c dom, and that he ſhould be, in that ſenſe, 
placed upon the Throne of David. This 
was thought to be expreſsly aſſerted in the 
ancient Prophecies. This general expecta- 
tion had ſo awakened the jealouſy of Herod, 
that upon the report of the Wiſe Men, 
reſpecting the birth of the Meſſiah, he 
ſent forth his ſoldiers, and barbarouſly 
_ murdered all the infants in the confines 
of Bethlehem, hoping to deſtroy him among 
them, whoſe ſtar had appeared in the eaſt, 
and who was born King of the Jews, 
But truth is always conſiſtent with itſelf. 
| His kingdom 1s not of this world ; and 
— hence he not only abſtained from all in- 
1 „„ terference 
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terference with the Civil Government, but 
from any expreſſion concerning it. It is 


true, as God over all, bleſſed for ever, his 


kingdom is univerſal: and this the world 
ſhall know, when his enemies ſhall be 
made his footſtool. Of his kingdom in 

this reſpect, it is not for us to know the 


times and the ſeaſons. But we know that 
he was manifeſt in the fleſh to take away 
our fins, and to purify to himſelf a pecu- 


liar people zealous of good works, and 
holy as he who called them is holy : a 
people that ſhould render to all their due; 


and by well doing put to * the igno- 


rance of fooliſh men. 


His enemies, however, were : reſolved 


that he ſhould ſpeak on this ſubject; and 


they choſe for this purpoſe ſome of their 
own diſciples, and aſſociated with them 
the Herodians. How ſtrange 1s this! No 
contraries held more antipathy than thoſe 
who were thus united in this attempt. The 
Phariſees hated the Roman Government, 


as having broken the Sceptre of Judah, 


and introduced the heathen into the inhe- 
ritance of the Lord. Hence their averſion. 
to the Publicans, whowere the Tax-gather- 

ers 


„„ 


ers ante? * that Power, and whe 
who were looked upon as the badges of 
the ſlavery of Iſrael. The Herodians, on 
the contrary were courtiers, peculiarly at- 
tached to Herod, and conſequently zea- 
lous for the intereſt of the Roman Govern- 
ment, which was the main ſupport of his 
family. But theſe implacable enemies to 
each other, united together againſt an ex- 
cellence which condemned the vices of 
both, without miniſtering to the views of 
either party. 


- Theſe wolves now came to him in 
ſheep's cloathing. Maſter, ſaid they, we 
know that thou art true, and teacheſt the 
way of God in truth ; neither careſt thou 
for any man: for thou regardeſt not the 
perſon of men. {What a teſtimony! ſo 


the Devil can ſpeak truth for his own pur- 


poſe.) Tell us therefore, what thinkeſt 
thou? Is it lawſul to give tribute to 
Cæſar, or not? Here was a maſter-piece 
of the wiſdom from beneath! How ſhall 
he extricate himſelf from this dilemma ? 
If he ſaid yes, the Phariſees would have 
accuſed him to the people, as a betraycr 
of the liberties of his country, and an ene-

my to the expected kingdom of the Meſſiah. 


: If he ſaid no, the Herodians would have 
accuſed him to the. Roman Governor. 


But Jefus knowing their wickedneſs, 


ſaid, Why tempt ye me, ye hypocrites ? 
ſhew me the tribute money. And they 


brought to him a penny, (a Denarius, a 


Roman filver coin, about ſeven-pence 
halfpenny in value.) He ſaith to them, 


Whoſe is this image and ſuperſcription ? 


They ſay to him, Cæſar's: plainly acknow- 


ledging, by their having received his coin, 
that they were under his Government. 


(And this is a ſtanding rule. The current 
coin of every nation ſhews in whom the 
Government is veſted.) Render therefore, 


ſays our Lord, to Cæſar the things which 
are Cæſar's; and unto God, the things 


that are God's. And hearing it, they 


marvelled, at the wiſdom of his anſwer, 
and that he ſhould thus eſcape out of their 
hands. And they left him, and went their 
way. And thus to all who learn of him, 
he will give a mouth and wiſdom, that all 
their adverſaries ſhall not be able to gain- 


ſay or reſiſt.

One is our maſter, even Chriſt. He 
ſays, learn of me; and the eternal Father 
declares, this is my beloved Son; hear ye 
him. It is only thus that we can avoid 

thoſe ſnares which the God of this world 
lays in the path of thoſe who are enemies 
to his kingdom. Men of the world, who 
fear not God, will always act as paſſion, 
appetite, or pride excite them. The things 
that are God's are of no moment with 
them. Every conſideration gives place 
to the ignorant, or intereſted clamour of 
the day: and God muſt be worſhipped or 
obeyed, as comports with their ideas of 
_ worldlv proſperity. On the other hand, 
it muſt be confeſſed that many who have 
known God, have not in this reſpect kept 
themſelves pure. Many of them have 

given place to that notion, that dominion 
was founded in grace, and on this ac- 
count they have acted as though the king- 
doms of the world, were already made 
the kingdoms of the Lord, and of his 

Chriſt, and that he was come to reign be- 
fore his ancients glorioully ! 


The Hiſtories of the world, and of the 


Church, have given us melancholy exam- 
EE ples 
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ples of thoſe who have erred in theſe . 
points, on the right hand, and on the 

left. What then ſhall thoſe do who would 
avoid both extremes, and keep a con- 
ſcience void of offence towards God, and 
towards men? Let them learn of their 
divine Maſter this two- fold duty; To ren- 

der unto Cæſar the things which are Cæ- 
ſuar's; and unto God the things that are 
God's. Let us calmly conſider theſe two 


precepts. 


1. At the time when our Lord: fodke' ; 
theſe words, the ſceptre, according to the 
prophecy of Jacob, had departed from 
Judah, and Tiberius Cæſar governed the 
Jews, by Herod a tributary King, and 
Pontius Pilate a Roman Officer. Cæſar 


was the common name of the Roman Em- 


perors, as Pharach had been of the Kings 


of Egypt. By Cæſar therefore we may 
underſtand our Lord to mean, when ſpeak- 


ing to all his people, the ſupreme Civil 


Power in any nation of the world. This 
differs in various places according to the 


providence of God, who has diſpoſed it 
in ſuch an order as ſhall be beſt for the 


_ for whoſe ſake he has eſtabliſhed 
magiſtracy

magiſtracy in its various forms. Our 
Lord's command therefore to all his fol- 
lowers is, Firſt, that they ſhould reverence 
this Power, which the preſent ſtate of 'the 
world ſo greatly needs; and, Secondly, 
5 that they ſhould contribute ae to- 
| wards its ſupport. | 


How this command was enforced and 15 
Fran in the earlieſt and pureſt ages of 
the Church, we learn from the New Teſ- 
= tament. The firſt miniſters of Chriſt were 
„ examples of this duty. It was ſaid 
Ts of them, that they turned the world upſide 
down ; ſo great was the power which ac- 
companied their word, and ſo different 
were the right ways of the Lord which 
they taught and enforced, from the wiſ- 
dom and ways of this world, But did 

thoſe men who approved themſelves the 
miniſters of God by figns, and wonders, 
and mighty deeds. 

„ Who ſpake the dead alive, and living dead! FE 


Did they interfere with the Civil Govern- 
ment in any nation? ' Certainly had it 
been the will of their divine Maſter, the 
| Powers of the world had all been humbled 
at their feet, That ſcripture would have

i been fulfilled to them, one of: you ſhall 
| chaſe a thouſand, and two of you ſhall 
bc put ten thouſand to flight. But their com- 
Ii miſſion did not extend thus far. Their - 
| miniſtry was a miniſtry of Reconciliation. 
| They proclaimed a ſuffering Meſſiah, who 
f was bruiſed for our iniquities, and who 
il bore the puniſhment due to our fins in his 
own body upon the tree. And When they 
were perſecuted by the civil government, 
the ſame mind was found in them which 
was alſo in Chriſt Jeſus : for their Maſter's 
Hake they were content to be killed all the 
day long, and counted as JP - for the 
llaugghter. 
. And how did they teach cok who re- 
ceived their word. Herein we have line

See Mr, Weſley's Notes: The 
primitive Chriſtians appealed to thoſe laws that 

| were in their favour, St. Paul ſhewed them the 
example, 
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that reſiſt ſhall receive to themſelves (»ga,) ' 
condemnation. For Rulers (notwithſtand- 
ing ſome exceptions,) are not a terror to 
.good works, but to evil : wilt thou not 
then be afraid of the power? Do that 
which is good, and thou ſhalt have (in 
general) praiſe of the ſame. For he is the

miniſter of God to thee for good. But if 


thou do that which is evil, be afraid; for 
he beareth not the ſword in vain : For he 
is the miniſter of God, a revenger to exe- 
cute wrath upon him that doeth evil, 
- Wherefore ye muſt needs be ſubject, not 
only for wrath, but alſo for conſcience 
ſake. For this cauſe pay you tribute alſo; 


for they are God's miniſters, attending con- 


tinually upon this very thing. Render 
therefore to all their due, tribute to whom 
tribute is due, cuſtom to whom cuſtom, 
fear to whom. fear, honour to whom 


honour, . I exhort, ſays the ſame Apoſtle, :

Hear alſo what St. Peter teaches, ſab. 


mit yourſelves to every ordinance of man 
for the Lord's ſake, whether it be to the 


King as ſupreme, or unto Governors, as 


unto them that are ſent by him for the 
puniſhment of evil doers, and for the 
praiſe of them that do well. As ſervants 
of God, honour all men, love the brother- 
hood, fear God, honour the King. 


The ancient Church which learned of 


them was conſpicuous for treading in their 


ſteps: The apologies for the Chriſtian 


Religion, publiſhed by the Fathers, abound 


with declarations of reverence, and of their 
deſign chearfully to ſupport the ruling 
powers. They challenged their enemies 
to prove that any Chriſtian had oppoſed 


the magiſtrates, or had favoured ſedition. 
They held all ſuch proceedings in abhor- 


rence, and regarded them as inſtances of 
rebellion againſt Chriſt, the King of kings, ; 
and Lord of lords : and they have herein 
left us an example to tread i in their ſteps, 


II. But 
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1 But while according to their divine ES 


Maſter's precept and example, they ren- 


_ dered to Cæſar the things that were Czfar's, 
did they render to any creature the things 
| which were God's? What theſe are our 


Lord has told us, Thou ſhalt worſhip the 


Lord thy God, and him only ſhalt thou 


ſerve. Did they conſent to worſhip and 


ſerve him according to the will of, man ? 
No they were all aware of this idolatry, 


They would have no other Gods before 


FT. him. They knew that before him all were 
| alike, They knew that kings, if they 
would worſhip. God acceptably, muſt 


worſhip him with a pure conſcience ; and 


that to be governed therein by any hope 
or fear which has not him for its object, 
muſt be an obomination to him, who has 
commanded all his creatures to ſanctify 
him in their heart, and to make him their 
fear and their dread: and that in vain they 
| worſhip, whoſe-fear towards him is taught 


by the precepts of men. He is equally 


the Lord of the King and the Peaſant ; and 
the-word that he ſpake ſhall judge. them 


both in that day. While therefore they 


honoured all men, they knew no man 


after 


—U— 
after the fleſh, but by manifeſtation of 
the truth, commended themſelves to every 
man's conſcience i in the fear of God. 


But it is a melancholy fact, that from 
the earlieſt ages, there have been Rulers 
of this world who have forgotten by whom 
they reigned, and have invaded his rights 
| who in his providence placed them upon 


their Thrones. They have, in this reſpe&t, 


cheriſhed an impious jealouſy concerning 
the God of heaven and earth, who is the 
bleſſed and only Potentate. They were 
not ſatisfied with ruling in due ſubordina- 
tion to him, but have invaded his rights, 
and arrogated to themſelves that high pre- 
rogative of God, the government of con- 
ſcience, Whenever this has been done, 
thoſe who before obeyed in the fear of 
'God, and ſet an example to the unthink- 
ing unſtable multitude, have uniformly 
refiſted unto blood rather than debaſe their 
conſecrated hearts, or bow their knees to 
either dead or living idols. Thus when 
Nebuchadnezzar, in his pride, would con- 
vert the whole nation to the worſhip of 
his golden image, by means of the burn- 
ing fiery furnace, Shadrach, Meſhach, and 
Abed-nego,

| Abed-nego, three captive Jews, ſcorning the 
fervile example of nations, people, and 
languages, braved the wrath of the King, 

being determined to ſuffer rather than 

ſin: while their faithful Lord (who after- 
ward commanded to pay tribute to Cæſar,) 
honours theirconſtancy, appears with them 
in the fire, and ſays in effect to their migh- 


ty perſecutor, © in as much as you did it

to them, you did it unto me 


4 Daniel, the man greatly beloved, is ano- 
ther ſhining example ſet before us, He 
rendered to the Ceſar of that day the 
things which were his; inſomuch that even 
his enemies confeſſed, © We ſhall not be 
able to find any fault againſt this Daniel, 
except we find it againſt him concerning | 
the law of his God.” | Yet theſe impious 
men dared to attaek him in this ſacred 
point. They procured a Decree forbid- 
ding all men to pray, except to the King, 
for thirty days, on pain of being caſt into 
the den of lions: thus making him in ef- 
fect the God of the land. The man of 
God determined to ſuffer, rather than wor- 
ſhip man that ſhall die. His God bears 
witneſs to him; ; and the ſavage beaſts, 
conſtrained |

conſtrained by. divine power, reverence 
him as they did man before the fall. He 
is taken up with honour out of the = 
and the name of the true God is through 
his conſtancy proclaimed throughout the 
eaſtern world, 


The Apoſtles 0 primitive Satan 8 
trode in theſe ſtrining footſteps. Their 
reverence of the Civil Power, was mani- 
feſt to all. But when commanded by the 
Rulers not to preach the goſpel, to wor- 
ſhip idols, to tranſgreſs their divine Maſ- 
ter's precepts, or omit any thing which he 
commanded them to do, we hear them with 

one voice aflerting the ſacred rights of con- 
ſcience, and aſking their impious perſecu- 
tors, Whether it be right in the fight of 
God to; hearken unto you ratherithan unto 
God, judge ye!“ Their conſtancy herein 
ttiumphed over all oppoſition. The force 
i of truth at length overcame the world, 
| and the croſs was eſtabliſhed on the throne 
of the Ceſar's ! |

nature of the kingdom of Chriſt (and

But it may be ſaid, © Chriſtianity is 
now reformed, according to the oracles of 
God.”
